Cherbourg, Oct. 6. — The 
Russian 
royal party are now the guests of the 
French republic, arriving Monday, aft­ 
er a stormy passage from England. 
Sunday night a storm broke over the 
city, causing considerable damage and 
ruining the elaborate decorations pre­ 
pared in honor .of the czar’s visit. 
In the morning, however, hundreds 
of men were set to work repairing the 
damage, and every possible effort was 
directed toward having the arsenal, the 
landing stage and the approaches made 
bright with fresh decorations for the 
coming of the czar and czarina. 
The French northern squadron, con­ 
sisting of twenty-one vessels, and in­ 
cluding the Charles Martel, first-cUtss 
battle-ship; 
the 
Hoche, battle-ship, 
with Vice Admiral Regnauet De Prem- 
esnil on board; the Jean Bart, Des­ 
cartes, Jemmapes, and fifteen cruisers 
and topedo boats left the harbor at 8 
o'clock in single file, to welcome the 
czar.

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 6.—The five-story 
building at the corner of Larned and 
Shelby streets formerly occupied by the 
Free Preps, was completely gutted by 
fire Monday. It was occupied by a num­ 
ber of job printing, bookbinding and 
stereotyping firms. The occupants were 
the job-printing departments of the 
Free Press company, which occupied 
the first three floors; the Hahbin type 
foundry and the Cliff & Higgins book­ 
bindery. 
The fire was caused by a 
small explosion of a lighted gas stove 
in an electrotyping room on the fourth 
floor, the flames communicating thence

And should the anthracite coal trust 
really decide that it needs the money, 
then will the dear public be obliged to 
pay $10 a ton for its winter fuel. 
Beyond this figure it is hardly possi­ 
ble that even the despotic coal trust 
will dare to experiment with public pa­ 
tience, at least not for a year or so;
